CARL M. MYERS OF THIS 


CITY FOUND DEAD NEAR 


KIEL, WIS., TWO WEEKS AGO 


sent to C. 


M. Myers at Kiel, Wis., .with 
the 


laundry marks on the clothing of a 
man found dead near that town two 
weeks ago, resulted in the identifica- 
tion of the body as that of Carl M. 
Myers, 20, a Newark boy employed 
aa a telegraph operator at Kiel. 


Young Myers' body was found in 


a shanty near the railroad at Cbil- 
ton, a short distance from Kiel, with 
a ballet wound in his iead. The po- 
lice officers of Chilton and Kiel and 
officers of the railroad company have 
been endeavoring to fathom the mys- 
tery of his death. 


After 
the identification of' the 


body was practically established 
througha post card picture of 
the 
dead man, Vernon Smallwood My- 
ers' brother-in-law, left Saturday for 
Kiel to take charge of the body if 
the identification is corroborated by 
his investigatione. 


Myers has been absent from home 


for several months, working at his 
vocation. 
While In Wisconsin 
he 


was on the company's payrolls as M 
M. Fairchild. It was this difference 
m his name that caused the delay in. 
identifying the body and locating"the 
members of his family. Two -weeks 
ago the local police department re- 
ceived a telegram asking for infor- 
mation regarding M. M. Fairckild or 
Carl Myers, a telegraph operator. 


Capt. Swank endeavored to 
lo- 
cate relatives of the man here 
but 


was unsuccessful and wired the au- 
thorities at Kiel that no information 
could be secured. Later the railroad 
police department took up the mat- 
ter and communicated with the lo- 
cal department, advising that a tele- 
gram addressed to Carl Myers sign- 
ed "Mother," had 
been " r#ce!ved 
there after tie man's death. 


This message was OB« in which

ruins and completed in 1240. It was 
again burned in 1666, and the first 
stone of the present edifice was laid 
in 1675. 
Twenty-two years 
later 
the rst services were held in 
the 


choir, and the -nrhole edifice was fin- 
ished two centuries ago at a total 
cost of 1.511,202 pounds, The cathe- 
dral is 501 feet long, 282 feet wide, 
and has an extreme height of 404 
feet. 
The interior 
ornamentation, 


according to the original designs of 
Sir Christopher \Vren, has not been 
enitrely carried out and has been the 
subject of much discussion.
